FAW>  ANTIQUITIBS 


One  of  the  outatandiBf  political  flivree  of  the 

province  for  thirty  years,  outstanding  even  wlien 
not  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  baa  paik>ed  on 
111  the  nidden  death  of  Mr.  W.  9.  Bcmmt,  leader 
of  the  Non-Partlsan  Party  in  the  present  election  '  -j-j^,  poWlc,  howe 
campaign.  His  death  will  not  only  cume  as  a 
^oek  to  all  <mr  eltlieiM,  bnt  will  eaat  a  gloom 
over  the  approaching  election,  now  only  a  week 
away.  Mr.  Bowser's  lieuitli  liad,  fur  many  years, 
bMB  firtn*ng  MiB  aome  worry.  The  strain  of  the 
election  campaign  told  Its  tale  on  a  constitution 
none  too  rugged.  He  died  In  political  harness,  as 
it  were,  and  hla  heart  was  so  wrapped  up  in  the 
political  fortunes  of  the  province  that  perhaps 
he  would  have  had  his  passing  happen  In  this 
way. 

The  late  Mr.  Bowser  enjoyed  the  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  shrewdest  administrators  that 
British  Columbia  has  ever  known.  Long  years 
of  training  In  the  Leglslatare,  a  natural  aptitude 
t9r  politics,  ripened  and  expanded  by  a  contlnu- 
dUf  course  of  study  of  British  Colunibla'.s  prub- 
lams,  rendered  his  term  of  office  as  Attorney- 
Oeneral  one  during  which  the  provlnee  enjoyed 
and  strong  administration  of  the  Depart- 
orer  which  he  had  control.  During  that 
period  his  determtnatton.  his  rigid  regard  for 
right,  and  his  fair  dealing  with  all,  strengtJ^ened 
a  reputation,  faith  In  which  never  wavered 
among  the  many  atavneh  supporters  he  won  to 
his  side.  When  the  late  Sir  Richard  McBrlde 
went  to  London  to  take  up  the  ofQce  of  Agent- 
Oeneral  for  the  proflnce,  Mr.  Bowser  was  aom- 
moned  to  assume  the  office  of  Premier.  In  that 
position,  for  the  brief  period  before  an  election 
waa  held,  he  ahowed  the  aame  capablUtlea  wlileh 
had  marked  his  nrimlni.strat  ion  of  the  Attorney- 
Generalship,  and  he  was  successful  in  further 
atrengthenlBg  a  repntatloa  already  w«a  eatab- 
Ushed. 

Although  without  a  seat  In  the  Legislature  for 
a  nimiber  of  y^ars,  Mr.  Bowser  remained  a 
political  factor  of  Importance  behind  the  aeenea. 
He  had  been  aiming  for  some  time  at  a  return 
to  public  life,  and  he  saw  his  opportunity  orer  a 
year  ago.  Het  set  to  work  on  the  task  of  organiz- 
ing a  new  political  party  to  be  known  under  the 
name  of  Non-Partlsan.  In  this  venture  he  at- 
tracted to  himself  a  good  deal  of  public  support. 
Illustrated  by  the  number  of  candidates  now  In 
the  field  under  the  colors  of  that  p  As  the 
campaign  progressed  he  made  an  eflort  to  recon- 
cile some  of  the  dlrergent  Tlews  among  the  can- 
didates by  co-qparatlon  between  his  own  sup- 
portara  and  some  of  the  Independents.  To  for- 
th^ thla  raowrement  he  eApmaaad  wUUngneas  to 
leave  the  question  of  leadership  an  open  one 
until  after  the  election.  On  this  understanding 
%  number  of  Independent  candidates  threw  in 
their  lot  with  the  Non-Partlsan  group.  Mr. 
Bowser  has  been,  most  unfortunately,  summoned 
td  ft  Mghar  eottrt  before  ha  eonld  leara  the  win 

of  the  electorate.  His  death  removes  the 
atrongest  of  the  candidates  who  have  espoused 
NOQ-Partlaan  pollclea,  and  the  party  which  he 
had  brought  to  life  will  experience  difficulty  In 
finding  one  who  can  fulflU  the  task  of  leadership 
to  the  extent  that  Mr.  Bowaer  undoubtedly  could. 

The  late  Mr.  Bowser  wa.s  endowed  with  many 
political  gifts.  To  these  he  added  a  very  exten- 
alTe  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  the  province, 
acquired  during  the  long  years  he  had  sat  In  the 
Legislature.  He  had  his  enemies,  as  all  successful 
public  men  have,  but  this  was  perhaps  because 
of  his  outrlghtness  and  determlnaUon.  Even 
those  who  were  most  averse  to  hint' politically 
could  not  withhold  admiration  of  his  adminis- 
trative talents.  It  is  tragic,  indeed,  that  in  the 
heat  of  an  election  campaign  he  should  have 
succumbed.  The  clouds  and  whirlwinds  of  the 
political  hurricane  were  to  him  the  atmosphere 
of  life,  and  there  was  an  excellent  chance  of  his 
own  election  to  the  Legislature,  either  for  VU  - 
toria  or  In  Vancouver  Centre.  Hla  name  will  now 
be  miaalng  from  the  ballot  papers.  Ilie  loss  Is 
one  that  will  be  regretted  very  deeply  by  those 
of  every  shade  of  political  thought,  not  only  in 
Brttldi  OolumVIa  bat  In  many  parts  of  the  Do- 
minion, for  the  late  Mr.  Bowser  had  been  very 
Widely  known.  Heartfelt  sympathy,  in  which  The 
Ooloolat  jtrfna,  will  go  out  to  hla  aurrlvlng 
relatlvaa. 


The  Police  Journal,  a  British  publication.  In  an 
article  on  "Faking  and  Frauds  Relating  to  An- 
tiquities," says  that  the  sale  of  spurious  works  of 
art  and  antiquities  can  be  one  of  the  moat  Inter 
estlng  variations  of  fraud.  There  Is,  It  appears,  a 
greater  search  for  antiquities  today  than  ever 
before.  Most  of  the  objects  of  incontestable 
beauty  are  In  the  possession  of  museums  and 
collectors  who  are  never  likely  to  part  with  them. 

\  .  iii;  antiquities,  and  their 
denuUMi  Is  being  met.  There  are,  according  to 
The  Police  Journal,  factories  for  faking  antiqui- 
ties, and  they  are  "hives  of  industry."  They  have 
thriven  because  of  the  Incredible  prices  now  paid 
for  objects  believed  to  be  of  value.  Where  the 
authentic  article  in  demand  cannot  be  found  It 
is  made  to  order.  The  Journal  points  out  that  to 
reproduce  a  wOTk  of  ari  la  no  ofleiuse,  but  to  sell 
the  reproduction  as  a  genuine  article  Is  fraudu- 
lent. "Only  the  experienced  collector  can  realize 
how  frequently  and  with  what  impunity  such 
frauds  are  perpetrated." 

The  trouble  in  putting  an  end  to  faking  of  an- 
tiquities Is  that  the  dupe  rarely  brings  a  eaae  to 
court.  The  Police  Journal  says  that  the  unlucky 
collector  "knows  his  'apples'  to  be  'turnips,'  but 
he  will  not  face  the  ridicule  sure  to  follow  If  he 
presses  for  prosecution  Certainly  the  Inexpe- 
rienced newly -rich  are  fooled  time  and  again, 
and  many  a  cunnlngly-preparad  reproduction  Is 
knowingly  worked  off  on  them  as  a  genuine 
article.

HUMANISING  LEGISLATION 


An  instance  of  progress  In  the  humanising  of 
legislation  Is  given  in  the  October  Issue  of  the 
Bulletin  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health.  This 
is  in  the  matter  of  legitimising  the  child  born 
out  of  wedlock.  British  Columbia,  along  with 
several  other  countries,  provides  lor  the  removal 
of  this  bar  sinister  from  the  child's  escutcheon 
Immediately  on  the  marriage  of  his  parents.  The 
Vital  Statistics  Act  of  1933.  of  this  province,  goes 
a  step  farther  toward  lifting  the  cloud  that  rests 
upon  those  who,  for  no  fault  of  their  own,  find 
thaoWlvea,  often  to  their  tragic  surprise,  in  the 
unfortunate  position  of  Illegitimacy.  The  new 
law  provides  for  the  Issuance  of  a  new  birth  card, 
on  which  the  Initial  wrong  done  by  the  parents 
is  not  indicated.  Recent  legislation  of  the  State 
of  Michigan  follows  almost  identically  that  of 
this  province.  The  legitimization  Is  not  only  in 
fact  but  also  in  appearance.

The  British  Labor  Party,  at  its  latest  confer- 
OBM,  which  outlined  the  political  policies  it  is  to 
follow  In  the  future,  decided,  among  other  things, 
to  lay  Its  hands  on  the  banks,  Lf  elected  to  office, 
nua  wo«Ud  mean  nationalization  of  banking 
such  as  Is  propo.sed  by  the  Canadian  Common- 
wealth Federation  Party  in  this  Dominion.  In 
addition  "credit  and  Investment "  are  to  be  sub- 
jected to  national  control,  or  Socialistic  control 
to  be  more  correct.  The  object  of  nationalization, 
or  aoeiallzatlon,  of  the  banks  Is  so  that  they  can 
bo  BMMle  agents  for  the  attainment  of  the  80- 
elallal  sute.  That  is  what  The  London  Times 
caUa  "the  lynch-pin  '  in  the  Socialist  policy. 

The  same  newspaper  says  that  bank  depositors 
are  now  warned  by  the  '*ttmely  exposure"  of  the 
Labor  Party's  policy.  What  Is  sought  is  to  acquire 
control  and  direction  of  the  credits  "which  rest 
on  the  Individual  aavlnga  that  eonatltute  In  total 
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the  vast  sum  of  bank  deposits  "  This  policy  Is  Average  ' 
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defined  as  essential  to  the  achievement  of  80 
Clallam.  The  Ttanea  aaya:  "Ttn  decialon  la  irre- 
vocable without  the  loss  of  much  party  credit;

In  this  and  other  parts  of  the 
world  we  have  heard  and  read  a 
treat  deal  of  bite  of  the  dlstremfui 
state  of    the  farmer.    We  wonder 
whether  the  fact  ever  has  occurred 
to  the  mind  of  the  farmer,  or  of 
anybody  else,  that    the  depressed 
condition  of    the    agricultural  in- 
dustry «nay  be  attributed  to  some 
extent    to    arbitrary  Interference 
with  the  balance  of  nature.  When 
the  motor  ear  and  general  motor 
traction    were   Introduoed  to  the 
world,  the  balance  of  nature  may 
not  have  been  upset,  but  many 
established  Institutions  were  abol 
ished.    One  of  the  principal  con 
sumers  of  farm  produce  was  the 
horse  and  his  relatives  of  the  equine 
kingdom.    Motor  cars  have  driven 
horses  off  the  roads  of  this  part  of 
the  world,  and  In  part  Off  the  flekls 
of  the  farm.    Tlie  motive  power  of 
the  motor  car  Ls  not  derived  from 
vegetable  matter.   The  horae  Uved 
off  the  products  of  the  land.  The 
agricultural  depression  therefore  is 
due  largely  to  the  substttutloo  of 
mechanical  power  for  animal  power 
If  some  scientist  were  to  Invent  a 
chemical  synthetic  suketltttte  for 
milk  and  flesh,  the  cow  would  fol 
low  the  horse  into  comparative  ob- 
llrion.  and  the  ultimate  condition 
of  the  farmer  would  be  more  de- 
plorable than  the  present.
